Metra plans to scale back proposed fare hikes 
of up to 69 percent for Chicago riders in the 
face of complaints that city residents would be 
payi ng disp rop ort io nate ly higher inc re ase s than 
suburban customers, the Tribune has learned. 

The commuter rail agency on Friday is ex- 
pected to revise its schedule of proposed in- 
creases for one-way 10 -ride and monthly pass- 
es to make them more equitable than the fare 
hikes initially recommended by Metra’s staff in 
September. 

Those increases are coming under fire from 
state legislators, aldermen, community groups 
and riders who charge that Chicagoans — 
particularly South Side residents— would be 
socked by fare hikes ranging from 44 percent 
to 69 percent, while suburban riders would 
only see increases ranging from 9 percent to 
34 percent* 


BACKGROUND 

Metra's fares are distance- based. Riders who 
live in the farthest suburbs pay more for 
tickets than customers who live in Chicago 
and close-in suburbs. But some of the rec- 
ommended percentage increases were up 
to three times higher for close-in zones than 
for distant ones. 


Metra wouldn't disclose the revised fare 
hike proposal before board members see it 
Friday, but spokeswoman Judy Pardon net said 
the hikes for Chicago riders' fares would be 
“significantly less” than the ones originally 
proposed* 

‘The goal is to have a fair fare proposal,” Par- 
don net said. 

State Rep* Barbara Flynn Currie and Sen.

Democrats, wrote Metra CFO Alex Clifford

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Fall fireworks 
in the forecast

It’s fall-leaves season in Chicago — and this year’s predicted to be big. 

Weather is a key player in the color change, and experts say con- 
ditions this fall should produce an especially bright display While 
each species reaches its peak at its own pace, many observers await 
the mid-October transformation of the colorful sugar maple, which 
appears to be happening right on time. 

Leaves change when dwindling daylight slows the production of 
chlorophyll, uncovering yellows that have been hiding behind the 
greens, according to Ron Wolford, horticulture educator for the 
University of Illinois Extension. 

Sun- soaked days followed by crisp nights such as those the 
Chicago area has experienced this fall allow trees to use that energy 
to increase the production of sugar, which amplifies the red color 
of the leaves. 

The appearance of hues such as red and purple also depends in 
part on whether a plant’s genetics allow it to produce certain chem- 
ical compounds as well as on how acidic or alkaline its leaves are, 
said Ed Hedborn, manager of plant records for the Morton Arbo- 
retum in Lisle. 

Wolford called the transformation “sort of like a miracle” and 
said every neighborhood seems to have at least a few stunning trees. 

“I love just walking around and the crunch of leaves, the smell 
you get,” he said.

Kraai of Huntington Beach, was arrested 
without incident as he was trying to leave the 
scene in a vehicle, a police statement said. He 
faces multiple counts of murder, according to 
police. 

Authorities have not divulged a motive for 
the shootings, but CNN affiliate KTLA re- 
ported that Scott’s ex-wife, Michelle, was a 
stylist at the salon and that the two were in- 
volved in a custody battle over their son. 

Michelle De Kraai was among those killed 
in the shooting, according to KTLA. 

Scott De Kraai’s neighbors told the station 
that he moved into his Huntington Beach 
home with his son several years ago but that 
he was upset about having joint custody of the 
child. 

“I know there was a custody battle,” neigh- 
bor Jo Cornhall told KTLA. 

One of Michelle De Kraai’s neighbors, who 
was not named, told KTLA that Michelle 
took out a restraining order against her ex- 
husband Tuesday 

An online search of court records shows 
Scott and Michelle De Kraai filed for divorce 
in 2007, but activity in the case continued 
through this week.

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'Footloose’ stars and director grew upon the Kevin 
Bacon flick— but they’ve got their own rug to cut

Yeah, right. Like any town would outlaw r dancing, as officials do in the 1984 movie 
“Footloose” and its remake, opening Friday Or would they? 

“Our producers searched, just to make sure it still was relevant, to see if anything 
like this was still happening " says newcomer Kenny Wormald, who plays the Ren 
McCormack role originated by Kevin Bacon, “and they stopped counting at 100 
towns that had a ban on dancing " 

Adds director and former Bolingbrook resident Craig Brewer (“Hustle and 
Flow”), “It’s a lot more common than you'd think. There's one town in Orange 
County they just canceled prom,” 

OK then. The story— city boy Ren's arrival to the small Southern town of Bomont strikes a 
chord with rebellious Ariel (Julianne Hough) and her preacher father (Dennis Quaid), who sup- 
ported the town's ban on dancing— is still relevant. And the highly entertaining remake proves 
that you can create an enjoyable drama that happens to involve a lot of dancing. (As opposed 
to stupidly cliched movies such as those in the “Step Up” franchise, which exist only for their 
dance sequences.) 

During our interview. Hough, 23, Wormald, 27, and Brewer, 39 (who passed on the movie 
twice), all note that the movie is not, as was originally planned (causing Zac Efron to drop out of 
the project), a musical that would, as Wormald puts it, include singing in grocery stores. 

From a Wrigley Field suite during an early September Cubs game, the “Footloose” trio 
talked about the film, famous Aricls and Hough and boyfriend Ryan Seacrest’s obsession wath 
mouthwash. 


Who’s the more famous Ariel: Ariel from

Julianne H.: [Laughs] 

Kenny W.CThe Little Mermaid.” 

JH: [sings like Ariel the menu aid]

Craig B.: I got a 3-year-old daughter. And all 
the princesses, it's all about dress color. Belle 
is a yellow dress. Cinderella, blue dress, 

JH: Ariel has red hair.

What did you think of the original "Foot- 
loose." and why did you want to be part of 


the remake? 

KW: I loved the original film as a kid. I 
didn’t see it in theaters, but I saw it on VHS 
when I was about 10 years old. I absolutely 
loved it. I was dancing then, and to see a 
guy dance and do the things he was doing 
and make it look cool was really amazing, 
’cause I used to get made fun of for going to 
dance and missing baseball practice ’cause 
Fm going to dance. So to see something like 
that really stuck with me forever, and then 
to come back and get the opportunity to 
remake that, what inspired me so much, is 
amazing. 

JH: And growing up in Utah, if you didn’t 
like “Footloose” or had never seen it, then 
something was wrong with you.

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literally our movie. It was shot there, and 
growing up in Utah, kinda simitar religious 
background, and so I loved it more than 
anything. Those types of movies were the 
movies that depicted what I wanted to do in 
the future. 

Julianne, as a kid you often passed by the 
mills where Kevin Bacon did the angry 
dance. How many times did you stop and 
recreate it by yourself? 

JH: Well, never. Not once. I kind of feel like 
now that I made the movie and I didn’t get 
an angry dance, I might just go— 

CB: You gotta go ahead and do it. Just rage. 
JH: And just do it. 

Kenny, how often do you dance out your 
anger? 

KW: . .. two days ago I taught a dance class 
in Toronto; we were doing promo stuff, and 
I found that after the class I was just very 
relaxed.

Fans of AMC's ‘The 
Walking Dead” were 
thrilled this summer 
when the Season 2 
trailer hit San Diego 
Comic- Con and the 
Web. It began with 
dozens of hungry 
zombies shuffling 
after Shane Walsh 
(Jon Bernthal), who 
stumbles just as the 
flesh eaters are reach- 
ing out to chow on 
him. 

Believe it or 

not, the dramatic scene has been cut from 
Sunday's 90-minute premiere of the hit series 
for less flashy but brilliant-in-their-own-way 
moments. How many TV shows can dump 
such a chilling chase yet still send shivers up 
your spine? 

I'm happy to report that even in the 
absence of Frank Darabont, who ushered 
Robert Kirkman's acclaimed graphic novel 
to the small screen last year, “The Walking 
Dead” can. 

Its cast, crew and new showrunner, Glen 
Mazzara, seem to live to thrill. And boy do 
they succeed in “What Lies Ahead” on Sun- 
day and next week’s “Bloodletting.” 

The ghoulies, created by makeup king 
Greg Nicotero and his team, are as disgusting 
as ever, with their sunken eyes, rotting flesh 
and love for a tasty skin sandwich or raw liver. 
Speaking of innards, one particular scene 
in the opener is so nasty I predict audience 
members either will A) cover their eyes, B) 


squeal with delight or C) lose their lunch. 

At its core, though, the series remains an 
absorbing survivafist story about the humans 
in peril. It examines how regular people can 
adapt and keep their sanity when their world 
is turned upside down. 

The new season opens with the group 
of survivors led by lawman Rick Grimes 
(Andrew Lincoln) leaving Atlanta for Fort 
Benning, where they hope to find an outpost 
of living humans. Of course, they encounter 
a little bad luck when their caravan breaks 
down on a highway blocked by abandoned 
cars. 

“This is a graveyard,” Rick's wife, Lori 
(Sarah Wayne Gallics), says as they pick 
through the ruins for useful items. “I don't 
know how I feel about this.” 

How they all feel about it, and how they 
hold on to their humanity in these inhumane 
conditions, appears to be a central theme in 
Season 2 as Rick doubts his every decision 
and individual members of the group begin 
to bicker. Just as the group seems to fracture, 
they meet several intriguing new characters, 
which helps the show to keep viewers riveted 
by more human stories. 

And yes, shortly after Lori utters the quote 
above, a herd of shuffling stiffs attacks the 
group. What happens next sets in motion a 
new season o f j ump- from-your- seat scares and 
shivery twists that will leave you breathless. 

I spoke with “The Walking Dead” stars 
Andrew Lincoln and Norman Reedus about 
the new season. The secrets collected on 
these pages come from them and discussions 
at Comic- Con. 



» Rick Grimes (Lincoln) and 
company flee zombie-filled 
Atlanta for the countryside, but 
not before coming up against 
a wall of flesh-loving walkers 
on the highway. ‘Every time we 
opened the script we were like. 
Holy Mother, where are we go- 
ing now?' ” Lincoln said. 


» Tensions between Rick’s 
wife, Lori, and his best friend, 
Shane, will grow. Lincoln 
teases that Rick will learn the 
secret the other two share: 
"Yes. there will be some reso- 
lution. As yet, I still don’t know 
[how]." 

• One-handed, racist hick 
Merle Dixon (Michael Rooker), 
whom the group left for dead 
in Season 1, returns. Reedus, 
who plays Merle's brother. 
Daryl, hints that Merle’s re- 
introduction may lead view- 
ers to sympathize with Daryl: 
"[Daryl’s] a guy that's just in- 
credibly emotionally and spiri- 
tually damaged. ... You discov- 
er why I’m such a hothead and 
the things that I went through. 
So there’s a whole back story 
about my family life that en- 
tered into this, and that’s super 
interesting and super sad.” 

» The villainous Governor 
from the graphic novels will 
not show up this season, but 
sword-wielding Michonne 
might, producers told 
Entertainment Weekly. 


The stuff that 
happens to

is monumental. And 
that’s just three char- 
acters within this 
group of 12.”

»We (probably) will learn what the 
CDC doctor whispered in Rick’s ear at 
the end of Season 1. Said Lincoln: “I’m 
not going to tell you! ... There is some- 
thing that happens in Episode 9 that 
seems extraordinary and brutal, but 
that may give you a clue.” 


» Rick and Daryl (Reedus) share a scene in the sea- 
son premiere that likely will launch many a water- 
cooler discussion. “Every day we have one of those 
scenes where we’re trying to get it censored, and if 
we don’t get it censored, [we think] we’re not trying 
hard enough, you know?” Lincoln said. “We’re really 
pushing the boundaries.”

The story: This Lincoln Park breakfast 
0 # 0 0 and lunch cafe from Gregory Ellis and 
QPPjQ Steven Fladung, who grew up and worked 
A GOOD at Charlie Trotter’s together, is a boon for 

those who adore artisanal eats; they make 

as much as possible from scratch, from the pickles 
on the Cuban sandwich ($12) to the ketchup on the 
burger ($12). The name’s a nod to the Greek myth 
about two sparrows pulling the chariot of Aphrodite, 
the goddess of agriculture — so appropriate since 
they’re all about using the best produce and meats 
from local farms. Birdy details such as a nest-shaped 
chandelier and Rishi tea served in tiny teapots resem- 
bling speckled eggs charmingly enforce the subtle 
theme. 

Loved it: Shrimp and grits with tasso ham gravy 
($12) was smoky, creamy and soul-soothing. Sand- 
wiches are served with perfectly crunchy house- 
made tater tots the size of campfire marshmallows. 
Consider me addicted. 

Almost there: A pork belly biscuit sandwich with a 
sunnyside-up egg and pickled onions ($10) is on the 
right track but could use some tweaking; it’s just a bit 
too tall to tackle as a sandwich but too crumbly to 
eat with a fork, and there isn’t enough yolk to keep 
the whole thing from feeling dry-ish. '1' he apricot 
pop tart ($4} is dripping with delish lemon-thyme 
frosting, but I wish the pastry was soft enough to cut 
with my fork. Servers were a bit shaky (literally— 
mine looked visibly nervous), but surely everyone will 
loosen up as the cafe moves beyond opening week.

The scene: Magnolia is bringing something Block 
37 hasn’t seen in a while: crowds. Opening weekend 


saw lines out the door, but weekday mornings have 
been quieter. This is the bakery’s most spacious loca- 
tion, with a retro-licious pastel look, plenty of seating 
and busy bakers providing entertainment while you 
wait. Rather than order off a menu, just look in the 
pastry cases and pick as you make your way to the 
register. 

The food: We have no qualms with eating dessert in 
the morning, btxt Magnolia docs have traditional a.m + 
snacks, inchxding a soft and fluffy pumpkin-pecan 
muffin ($2.50). Mini -cheese cakes ( 56 ) are sweet and

1 1 1 1 Biophilia 

• Bjork 

Bjork has always been 
about the grand statement. 

After launching a career 
in groundbreaking dance 
music, she shifted to icy 
electronic music (“Homo- 
genic”) and built an entire a cappella album 
(“Medulla”). But what happens when her latest 
development isn’t exactly about the music? 

The hook on her latest album, “Biophilia” 
(Nonesuch), is that all the songs come with 
iPad apps to enhance the experience. That’s 
ambitious artistically if not musically 
Much of “Biophilia” draws from previ- 
ous Bjork incarnations, especially the spare, 
swirling electronic beauty of the “Vespertine” 
era. The layers of plinky prettiness of “Moon” 
and the remarkably straightforward “Cosmo 
gony” show off her clear vocals and a simple 
interest in astronomy 

Bjork offers a bit of her unique take on the 
world in the gorgeously memorable “Virus,” 


where she poetically declares over a clatter 
of chimes and a trip-hop beat, “Like a virus 
needs a body a soft tissue feeds on blood, 
some day I’ll find you.” It’s that kind of off- 
kilter point of view that is too often missing 
on “Biophilia,” as if her creative energy was 
pointed elsewhere instead of at the actual 
songs. 

“Biophilia” also could use an injection of 
dance-floor swagger at times. When the 
pounding, drum ’n’ bass rhythm arrives 
hallway through the lovely “Crystalline,” it 
reminds us of all the wild sonic places Bjork 
has been and how much fun that trip can be. 
“Biophilia,” though pleasant enough, feels
